exccution of the founder of the Christian 
religion by his contemporaries, where ho 
gives the reason why they executed him. 
One gf the characters in the story cannot 
understand why-the people executed one, 
wha had done sa much for them. Another 
character in the book replies that they 
had done it because they did not want 
liberty. This, suid the lecturer, was only 
too true, and showed that amongst men 
there existed the willto enslave and to 
by jenslaved. : ; 
Western ecultury or ‘civilization bad 
been founded on-slavery, so too that of 
the Near East, of India and Babylon. In 
Babylon, .thero ‘were a large number of 
alaves for every freeminn. ‘and yet thé 
Babylonian system waa said to be noted 
for its equity. «In Ancient Greeco and 
Rome, .nine-tenths of.thq people had no 
justice, in each. place there being: five 
slaves for every freeman.
